Cary of this city, a submarine diver, 
“stum bled” upon the vessel in sixty 
feet of water near Chignlk lagoon.

H e is on his way back to Alaska to 
salvage the cargo of the Galler.

continuance of the alleged discrimina­ 
tion would be likely to lead to some 
estrangem ent of the two peoples. 
Tho 
Japanese public generally Is convinced 
that the land bill is a racial and not an 
economic m easure and hence a blow 
to national pride, and it feels that the 
world must be taught the necessity of 
equal treatm ent of the whites and non­ 
whites. 
The Tokyo newspapers are loud in 
their praise of President Wilson’s zeal 
in his endeavors to preserve the tradi­ 
tional friendship, and they recognize 
the difficulties which confront the pres­ 
ident of the United States in the con­ 
fusing conflict between state and fed­ 
eral rights. 
The Nichi Nlchi Is of the opinion 
that the question as to w hether the 
Washington government can procure 
equal rights for the Japanese depends 
upon the strength of Japanese diplo­ 
macy. and it urges the government to 
take a finn attitude. 
A joint celebration of tile Japanese 
and American peace societies here w as 
attended by I.non Japanese. 
Speeches 
were made In Fount Oktnna. former 
minister 
of 
foreign 
affairs; 
Baron 
Yoshlro Sakatani, mayor of Tokyo, and 
Tsunejiro Miyaoka. 
who was coun­ 
cilor of the Japanese embassy at W ash­ 
ington in 190(5. 
All of tile speakers en­ 
deavored to clarify the situation, and 
all decried jingoism. 
Count Okuma was loudly applauded 
when he compared the attitude of the 
California legislators with tile anti­ 
foreign movement in Japan half a cen­ 
tury ago, which he looked upon as an 
aliased race prejudice. 
“We despised foreigners.” he said, 
“ because they looked different 
We 
did not consider them human beings. 
Jap an finally saw the falsity of its po­ 
sition and became an adm irer of every­ 
thing western. 
The same causes un­ 
derlie tho California question; but, like 
the Japanese, the Californians will see 
th e folly of their position 
■ 
1 truth 
and justice will triumph 
“At some future day the Californians 
will laugh at their fathers and gran d­ 
fathers for driving off the Japanese, 
ju st as we laugh now at the anti­ 
foreign absurdities of the samurai."

HARVESTER TRUSTS 
PROFITS $16,500,000 


I M 
Rapart tins let Earn­ 


ings For 1912. 


Chicago.—Cyrus H. McCormick, pres­ 
ident of the International H arvester 
company, made public here the report 
of the corporation for the year 1912, 
which shows a net profit of $16,395,- 
597.16 on a total Income of $126,518,- 
’ 237.62. 
The capital stock Is $140,000,- 
000, and the surplus on Dec. 81 was 
$31,586,544.06. 
In his comments on the 
general situation last year Mr. McCor­ 
mick says: 
“The year 1912 was one of excep­ 
tional prosperity for the farming com­ 
munity 
throughout the world. 
The 
production of the principal grains In­ 
creased alm ost 20 per cent over the 
preceding year and yielded a crop 
value considerably larger than any pre­ 
vious record. 
This created an increas­ 
ed demand for harvesting machinery, 
tillage im piemen ta and other farm ap­ 
pliances and enabled the company to 
make a substantial gain in the gross 
volume of sales. 
The increase effected 
in net earnings, however, was not pro 
portlonate to the gain in volume, owing 
to the reduction in selling prices of the 
company’s principal lines. 
“The expansion of the foreign trade 
continues. 
The sales of harvesting 
machinery 
abroad 
increased 
23 per 
cent, and the sales of ottn*r farm im­ 
plements. engines and tractors Increas­ 
ed 14 per cent over 1911. 
The foreign 
trade now exceeds 40 per cent of the 
total business of the company and con­ 
tributes more than proportionately to 
the net earnings, while the domestic 
sales of b a n c stin g 
machinery 
and 
twine in 1912 we e loss than two thirds 
of the total business.” 


HYPNOTIST TO PAY $5,000. 


Boy Gets Verdict F o r Cruelties Inflict­ 
ed at Exhibitions. 
St. I’aul. — Because of cruelties he 
had suffered Oscar Larson, fifteen, of 
Minneapolis was aw arded a judgm ent 
for $5,000 against Fhris Neseth. alias 
George Newman, who posed as a hyp­ 
notist. 
The acts of cruelty complained of 
consisted of tortures Inflicted on the 
boy during a course of hypnotic exhi­ 
bitions throughout the northw est in the 
fail of 1911. 
In one art he was com­ 
pelled. he said, to support three men 
on his body as he lay rigid w ith his 
neck on one chair and his heels on an­ 
other. 
In another pins were thrust 
into his lips and be was sent among 
spectators to have them pulled out. 


Mexico 
City.—Resentm ent 
against 
the United States and Americans be­ 
cause W ashington does not recognize 
the H uerta governm ent seems to be 
growing here, although the anti-Am er­ 
ican movement has not yet assumed 
a menacing phase and probably will 
not. 
Thus far it has been confined 
principally to new spaper suggestions 
th a t a boycott be declared upon Am er­ 
ican products, coupled with the use 
of the word “Yankee” in editorials in 
as offensive a m anner as the w riters 
can employ it. 
Scores of shops have posted placards 
in their windows reading, “No Ameri­ 
can goods sold here.” 
This is not es­ 
pecially significant, because the pro­ 
prietors of most of the shops where 
the placards are displayed are either 
Spaniards or other foreigners, or ordi­ 
narily do not vend merchandise made 
In the United States. 
Thus far no 
Mexican, so far as known, has refused 
to sell goods to Americans or rejected 
United States money. 
One big dry goods store placed in its 
show window a manikin dressed like 
Uncle Sam bearing two satchels. One 
was lettered, “I am going aw ay,” and 
the other, “Goodby, M exicans.” 
An­ 
other figure, that of a Mexican wom ­ 
an, was labeled. “I indorse the boy­ 
cott.” 
Nelson O’Shaughnessy, the first sec­ 
retary of the American embassy, when 
he saw the figures, looked up the pro­ 
prietor of the store and suggested that 
probably some 5,955 American custom ­ 
ers might not approve such pleasantry.

Mr. W alker, who was m arried and 
had one little son, took one night .1 
seven grain tablet of bichloride of m er­ 
cury, m istaking it for a headache rein 
edy. 
The error was not discovered 
until 
several 
hours 
later. 
Nothing 
then could be done to counteract the 
poison, which, if not removed from the 
system a short time after it is taken, 
defies all medical skill. 
Mr. W alker’s first intimation of trou­ 
ble w as severe pain which rapidly grew 
worse. 
H e called a physician and. a ft­ 
er a brief examination, was told as 
gently as possible that bis death must 
ensue within a few days, perhaps with 
rite a few hours. 
^ 'Stunned by the fact at first, Mr. 
^Walker soon recovered his composure 
and began arranging his business af 
I fairs. He called an attorney and made 
[his will. Then he conferred with bust 
[ness associates, disposing of all m at­ 
ters that had been under his direct 
supervision. 
After that he threw his 
[home open to the citizens of Macon 
abd held “open house’* to bld them all 
I farewell. 
A a soon as the nature of Mr. Wal­ 
ker's Illness was discovered the best 
physicians available were called to at 
itend him.

Beginning of the End. 
Gradually th** poison did its deadly 
work. 
Mr. W alker grew weaker, and 
his pulse increased to an alarming 
rate. 
Still he kept up his courage, 
often getting out of bed and going to 
the window to wave to the friends 
who gathered in great crowds in front 
of the house. 
Prayers for Mr. Walker’s recovery 
were offered in all the churches of Ma­ 
con and In'm any other cities. 
The 
vigilance of the nurses was unrelent­ 
ing, and every suggestion coming from 
reputable sources was tried by tile 
physicians in attendance. 
Shortly after the last sunset Mr. 
Walker was ever to see he called a 
nurse to his bed and asked her what 
the physicians had said In a whispered 
consultation a few minutes earlier. 
“Did they say I must die?” he asked. 
“If so don’t hesitate to tell me 
I am 
not afraid to die. 
My only regret Is 
that I must leave my famrily.” 
The nurse, unable to answer his pit­ 
eous appeal, turned away. 
The doom­ 
ed man had guessed aright. 
Then he 
became unconscious, and several hours 
later he peacefully breathed bis last 
When the new s of his death went 
forth the entire city of Macon went 
Int© mourning for him. 
Mr. Walker spent most of his last 
hours of consciousness playing with 
his little son and trying to give his 
young w ife courage for the shock <>f 
his death, which he knew was soon t< 
come. 


This dog town lies close to the line j 
between Colorado and Wyoming.

is fifty miles wide, a hundred long aud 
contains 4,480,000 acres. 
As ranchers j 
figure th a t every acre contains at least 
IOO prairie dogs, the estim ate of 500. 
OOO,OOO dogs in this town is perhaps 
not too large, to say nothing of the 
owls, rabbits, lizards, horned toads and 
rattlesnakes which infest the burrows. 
Tile dog colony which lives down In 
the big town evidently settled there \ 
hundreds of years ago. 
In its present 
site it has been known to exist for 
fifty years. 
While prairie dogs multi­ 
ply about as rapidly as do rabbits, the 
younger animals remain in the burrow 
wtth their parents until there is no 
longer room for them. 
Then they are 
throw n out and are forced to enter 
another den or dig one for themselves. 
W hile there may have been millions 
of new burrows dug in the big town 
since w hite men first observed it, the 
limits of the colony are practically the 
same today as when pioneers and gold 
miners first located it.

Jr., chairm an of the joint 
committee on federal aid in the con­ 
struction of post roads, in a special re­ 
port to the committee proposes to 
spend $3,000,000,000 for good roads in 
the United States, $1,000,000,000 for 
construction 
and 
$2,000,000,000 
for 
maintenance, both extending over a 
period of fifty years. 
Besides this 
great scheme, all the hundred and odd 
other good roads m easures which have 
been proposed from time to time in 
congress pale into insignificance. 
The Bourne plan contemplates the 
creation of a construction fund of $1.- 
000,000,000, 
appropriated 
among the 
states upon the basis of area, popula­ 
tion, assessed valuation and road mile­ 
age; th a t the states shall deposit in the 
.United States treasury fifty year 4 per 
cent bonds for the am ount due them as 
worked out on this basis, upon which 
the federal government shall lend the 
par value for road construction. In its 
turn the federal governm ent would Is­ 
sue fifty year nontaxable 3 per cent 
bonds, to be sold in $20 denominations 
or multiples of th a t sum to all buyers. 
i The bill suggested by Mr. Bourne to 
carry out the plan be has evolved con­ 
tains nine sections, the most interest­ 
ing of which relates to the apportion­ 
m ent and crediting to the several states 
of “the United States highway fund,” 
as it is called, thus:

Blazing a trail of good roads through 
the south is not a figure of speech, but I 
an actuality, for many miles of good | 
roads are being m ade by setting fire to 
poor ones, the result being w h at is 
known as a baked clay road. 
There are no poorer roads in all the , 
United States than the “gumbo” roads 
of the south, gumbo being th e name 
given a certain kind of mud or clay 1 
th at is particularly sticky, clings ten a­ 
ciously, seems to have no bottom and 
■will not support any weight. 
Gumbo, 
however, contains a large percentage 
of organic m atter which will burn 
w hen dry, and as a result a road of 
this material properly prepared and set 
on fire emerges from the fiery ordeal j 
as a perfectly good road aud one, more­ 
over, that stays so for a considerable 
period of time. 
The process of converting a gumbo 
road into baked clay begins by plowing 
up the roadw ay and making ditches on 
the sides. 
Cordwood is laid in a sort 
of flooring across the furrows which 
m n crosswise of the road. G reat lumps 
of sticky gumbo are spread over this 
floor, along w ith more wood loosely 
strew n about. 
Then a second floor of 
wood is laid and the whole covered 
with gumbo, tamped and rounded off. 
Fire is now set to the road, aud the 
flames rushing through the furrows, 
which serve as flues, ignite the wood. 
After the heat has driven the w ater 
out of the gumbo this. too. ignites, and 
the actual cooking process is In full 
swing. 
“It is more than merely drying out 
the gumbo,” says C. H. Cloudy in Mo­ 
tor. 
“ It is a peculiarity of this gumbo 
that at low tem perature it chokers, and 
these clinkers when broken up are 
quite different from tho original lumps 
of gumbo. 
The clinker is not only 
fairly hard, but if properly 
burned 
will not make mud when mixed with 
water. 
In this is the triumph of the 
burned clay road 
When the five 
- 
burned itself out the road ma km has 
not only a thorough mixture of dry 
clay and wood ashes., but a good depth 
of gumbo clinker, w hich he promptly 
proceeds to break into small pieces to 
spread evenly and finally to roll and 
compact into a real road.
